PLEASE  READ 

A Few  Thoughts  Worth  Considering 

“Quality  is  remembered  a long  time  after  the  price 
is  forgotten.”  Buy  trees  of  quality — Good  Trees.  There 
is  just  as  much  difference  in  trees  as  there  is  in  calves 
or  pigs  or  colts.  It  pays  to  keep  only  those  that  have  been  f 
bred  right.  It  pays  in  the  case  of  buying  trees  to  get 
the  best  bred  even  if  you  are  required  to  pay  a little 
more.  You  want  trees  that  are  bred  right.  „ 

Good  tops  and  good  roots  do  not  count  for  every  thing.  | 
That  little  tree  must  have  quality.  The  scion  or  bud 
must  have  been  taken  from  the  very  best  bearing  tree 
of  the  variety  that  you  wish  to  grow.  The  root,  or  stock,  | 
must  be  properly  grown  and  selected;  and,  with  all  this,  | 
the  grafting  or  budding  must  be  done  under  favorable 
weather  and  soil  conditions  in  order  to  bring  about  the 
perfect  trees  that  you  need  to  start  with  in  setting  out 
the  orchard. 

Good  trees  mean  success.  Poor  trees  may  grow  and 
produce  shade  but  not  much  fruit.  The  properly  grafted 
or  budded  tree — one  that  has  been  made  with  quality  in 
mind — will  grow  and  bear  an  abundance  of  fruit. 
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Some  trees  are  sold  cheaper  than  others  simply  be- 
cause they  have  not  cost  so  much  in  time,  labor,  and 
careful  selection  of  stock.  They  are  put  together  in  the 
cheapest  possible  way,  and  no  particular  attention  paid  to 
selection,  or  breeding.  Quality  trees  cost  a little  more 
because  of  the  extra  painstaking  way  of  growing  them. 
The  carefully  grown  tree  is  worth  many  times  the  price 
of  one  carelessly  grown.  While  the  trees  are  small,  the 
average  man  may  see  but  very  little  difference  between 
trees  of  quality  and  the  ordinary  tree.  To  the  man  who 
knows  trees  there  is  a great  differenec.  To  him  the  trees 
of  quality  means  success  and  the  scrub  trees  mean  fail- 
ure. 

All  would  like  to  be  successful  in  the  growing  of 
fruit;  but  there  is  one  thing  that  is  absolutely  necessary 
to  start  with,  and  that  is  one  must  buy  good  trees — trees 
of  quality,  or  no  matter  what  else  you  may  do  all  will 
be  failure.  We  offer  you  trees  of  quality  that  are  grown 
within  the  fruit  belt.  If  you  wish  cows  for  the  dairy, 
you  go  to  a dairy  section  to  buy.  If  you  wish  a good  hog 

• for  breeding  purposes,  you  go  to  the  man  who  has  been 
making  careful  selections  of  the  type,  or  breed,  that  you 
wish.  Use  the  same  good  judgment  in  the  buying  of 
your  trees.  Go  to  the  fruit  section.  Go  to  the  man  who 
makes  careful  selections.  Don’t  buy  a scrub  at  any  price; 
buy  a thorough-bred,  a tree  of  quality. 

The  saving  of  expense  at  first  by  buying  scrub  trees, 

' by  having  orchard  land  poorly  prepared,  by  giving  the 

• trees  a cheap  setting  out,  by  allowing  them  to  go  with 
: poor  cultivation,  and  by  neglecting  to  prune  and  to  spray, 

is  not  the  road  to  success  in  the  orchard  business.  But 
< do  just  the  opposite  and  there  is  but  one  branch  of  agri- 
culture paying  better  than  the  growing  of  fruit.  Ihe 
I farmer  must  have  a diversity  of  crops.  Select  a good 
combination  of  the  best  paying  lines  in  your  locality 
and  push.  That’s  all.
